established in ‘the British Isles is | Sone— 


at present living, at the Natural 
History Museum at South Kensing- 
ton in a glass case furnished with 
desert sand and tropical grasses and 
lit by the radiance of a powerful 
electric lamp _ Tepresenting the 
African sun.

When officials have sioawedsd 4 in 
tracking down “the permanent 
breeding grounds of the locusts, the 
colony, at South Kensington will be 
used for, experimental work. At 
present, ‘officials are. ‘engaged. in 
‘compiling monthly maps showing 

. the position and the direction of the 

movements made by the invaders. 

Although it is recognized that the 
Present outbreak of locusts is bé- 
yond control, it is, hoped that by the 
time that. the next outbreak takes 
place, sufficient information will. be 
available to keep it well In hand.
